The fine was levied by Ju¬ 
venile Court judge Stanley 
Wardill. after a l3-year-old 
btiy admitted to several 
break-ins and a charge of car 
theft in Nanaimo last week. 

The youth w as charged in 
ettnnection with break-ins at 
two car sales lots, a trailer 
sales lot. the Salvation Army 
hostel and the theft of a car. 

He was apprehended after a 
high-speed police cha.se 
through Nanaimo** north end

cars were damaged. 

Wardill said he is “fed up" 
with Juvenile problems in the 
province and he added “ao 
are policSo probation officials 
and the public.*' 

Wardill said as he under¬ 


stood the Juvenile Delinquent 
Act, the superintendent of 
child welfare was the legal 
guardian of the child, since 
the boy ha.s been a ward of 
the human resoun’es depart¬ 
ment since 1965. 

He .said he. levied the fine 


because he believed the 
guardian had neglected to 
give the youth proper care. 

He also said there was a 
severe shortage of facilities in 
the province to deal with ju- 
\enile offenders, afiar! from 
the Island Youth Centre in 
l 


Nanaimo, from which the 
youth had escaped several 
times. The centre is a mini- 
mum-«ecurity institution run 
on the lines of a boarding 
S( hool. 

Wardill said both Alex Mac¬ 
donald. the former NDP attor¬ 


ney-general. and his succes- 
M)!', (tarde (iardom. had pro¬ 
mised a Juvenile confinement 
centre, but. to date. n<ilhing 
has been done. 

Wardill noted the l.Vyear- 
old had been an inmate of the 
Island Youth Centre lor 180 


days, but in that time had 
been absent without leave for 
a total of 80 daya. 

The youth had beep found 
res|Jon.sible for four break-ins 
in Parksville, 18 in Nanaimo 
as well a.s five car thetis 
there, the Judge said.

Atomic plant 

accident 
fouls eight 

RIQJLAND. Wash. (APv — Blight workmen were 
cofrtaminated with radioactivity Monday as a result of 
a chemical e.vplosion at a cxmimercial facility on the 
nearby Hanford Nuclear Reservation. 

Six of the men were decontaminated and sent 
home. One worker, cut in the face and shoulder by fly¬ 
ing glass, and a man who came to his aid suffered 
higher radiation do.ses. 

“It will take a little time to learn the exiwit of their 
contamination." an o(ficia) said. 

Officials said the explosion did not jnvoJ%e a nu- 
<iear reactor, and there was no serious radiation leak 
beyond the relatively isolated Atlantic Richfield Han¬ 
ford Co. building where the blast occurred. 

George Stocking, president of Atlantic, said the 
explortton occurred in a device called a glovebox, a 
sealed 4-by-8-by-9-foot compartment. Through which 
workers use rubber gloves to handle radioactive mate¬ 
rial on the otlier side of a window. 

“There was a chemical reaction which caused the 
radioactive material to fly out into the room.** Stocking 
said. "As far a.s we know, no radioactivity was released 
into the atmosphere, but some material was tracked 
•Hjt of the room but remained confined to the building." 

The Injured man. whose identity was withheld, was 
treated at the Hanford Fnvinjnmental Health F'ounda- 
lion. 

Officials said he and the other man wcmld remain 
in isolation until decontamination was completed, prob¬ 
ably Uxiay.

They were both in 
satisfactory condition In hos¬ 
pital. 

Both men are associates 
of Haroun Ta/ieff. one of 
France's leading vul- 
canologists. vNho was with the 
party on Soufriere. 

Two helicopters rescued the 
.scientists from the mountain 
after (ailing na-ks blocked the 
itMid leading up the -l.SI.VfiKit 
peak.

Arrest try 
ignites 
rampage 


LONDON (AP) —. More 
than 400 persons were injured 
Monday as police battled 
West Indian blacks in Notting 
Hill district after a calypso 
carnival erupted into London's 
worst racial violence in recent 
years. 

The St. John Ambulance 
Brigade said its attendants 
treated 272 policemen and 131 
civilians. Scotland Yard sai<l 
137 ix>ncemen were injured 
and that 24 of them were ad¬ 
mitted to hoapiial. The 
numiier of civilians admitted 
to hospital was not available. 

Sixty-nine persons - includ¬ 
ing seven women - were 
arrested in the melee, which 
was not brought under von'rol 
for about five hours, police 
said. 

Police later set up 
blocks at some bridges cross¬ 
ing into Netting Hill, north of 
the Thames River, and were 
checking occupants for weap¬ 
ons. 

Netting Hill in central Lon¬ 
don was the district where 
London had its firet major 
race clashes in 1958 when 
gangs of w-hite youths began 
attacking- non-white im¬ 
migrants. 

Police said rioting broke out 
when police on duty at a Car¬ 
ibbean Calypso carnival tried 
to arrest a suspected pick- 
fiocket. A group of 10 or 12 
black youths w*aded in thn>w- 
ing punches and violence 
quickly spread through the 
area. 

Witnesses said groups ot 
black youths ran^>aged down 
Westboume Park and Por- 
(obello roads, breaking win¬ 
dows and looting some shops. 
Whites caught in the predomi¬ 
nantly West Indian neigh¬ 
borhood w'ere beaten. 

A television film of the 
fighting showed one grouf), of 
blacks attacking a white taxi 
driver with clubs until he put 
his cab in rev'erse and backed 
away at hiah speed, km-cking 
dowTi several of the rioters. 

Black youths bombarded 
police with bricks and bottles. 
Police used gartwge can lids 
and milk bottle crates as 
shields when they charged the 
youths. 

We.st Indians from all over 
I>ondon have been going to 
the carnival for street danc¬ 
ing and morning papers have 
[lublished pictures of police¬ 
men dancing with some of the 
girls. 

De.'jpite the outward signs «>f 
friend.ship. howev-er. tension 
has been high since the car¬ 
nival began on the weekend 
and several newspapers have

Police said she was lured 
Into an underground parking 
garage by her brother on the 
pretext of showing her a pho¬ 
tograph. • • 


In a dark comer of the 
garage the youth struck her 
across the back of her head 
with a hunk of firewood, 
kicked and choked her, then 
held her down white he cover¬ 
ed her with more firewood 
and plywood boards, police 
said. 

He was pushing the bag of 
mortar on top of the plywood 
when a resident of the build¬ 
ing walked into the garage. 

The man tried to question 
the youth but he ran away. 

The man told police that he 
heard moaning coming from 
under the pile and dug 
through to free the girl. 


She told her story to jolice. 
who questioned her from her 
hospital bed. 

Detectives are continuing 
their investigation and ques¬ 
tioning the boy. No charges 
have yet been laid, and no 
motive has been found. 

police said they will ask of- 
.ficials of the Vancouver Re¬ 
sources Board who are in 
charge of child welfare to 
seek a psychiatric test for the 
boy. 

"We want to find out about 
thi.s kid before he kills some¬ 
one,” said a detective.

LONDON (UPI) - The 
Evening News reported Mon¬ 
day that Soviet Premier Alex¬ 
ei Kosygin suffered a stroke 
while swimming in the Mos¬ 
cow * River and nearly 
drowned. Soviet (rfficials re¬ 
fused to discuss the story. 

The r^xjrt.by Victor Louis, 
the Evening Navs* Moacow 
corre^)ondent, said Kosygin’s 
conditinn was "said not to be 
serious.” 

The 72-yearM)ld premier has 
been the No. 2 leader in Rus¬ 
sia since Communist General 
Secretary Leonid Brezhnev 
deposed Nikita KhnLshchev 
and assumed power in 1964. 
He has held senior positions 
in the Soviet regime since the 
era of dictator Josef Stalin. 

The newspaper said JKosy- 
^n's bodyguards were with 
nim when he became ill. 

"Only the vigilance and 
quick reaction of his personal 
bodyguards saved Kosygin 
from drowning," the Elvening 
News said. 

"He was given oral resusci¬ 
tation and owes his life to this 
and the fact that profes.sional 
help was Immediately avail¬ 
able."

She grasped the talking 
stick as she began to speak 
and. by KwakiutI tradition, 
the floor was hers until she 
relinquished it. ,

No prosecution 
for Bernhard 


THE HAGUE (Reuter) — 
The five major political par¬ 
ties in the Netherlands joined 
Monday in rejecting left-w ing 
calls for prosecution of Prince 
Bernhard for his role in the 
bribery scandal involving the 
U.S. Lockheed Aircraft Corp. 

In an unprecedented lele- 
visiKi fiarliamentary debate, 
leaders of the five parties in 
the centre-left coalition go>’- 
emment and opposition ac¬ 
cepted the government’s posi¬ 
tion that prosecution might 
lead to toe abdication of 
Queen Juliana, the prince’s 
wife. 

The position of the five 
major parties assured the 
government , coalition of an 
overwhelming vote of approv¬ 
al for its deciskm not to prose¬ 
cute the 65-ycar-old prince. 

The Labor party of Prime 
Minister Joop den Uyl said it 
appeared that Prince Bern- 
hard might technically be pro¬ 
secuted on the basis of a re¬ 
port by an inquiry commis¬ 
sion which investigated alle¬ 
gations that he accepted more 
than $l millicm in payoffs 
from Lockheed to promote 
plane sales. 

But the party’s floor leader, 
Kd van Thijn. told the lower 
house that constitutional ctm- 
siderations justified the gov- 
emmwit's decision not to in¬ 
stitute any criminal proceed¬ 
ings. 

All toe major parties 
praised the queen for not ab¬ 
dicating despite the report 
from the inquiry cwnmissiofi. 

The call for prosecuti<m had 
been made by toe small anti- 
monarchiat Pacifist Socialist 
paitfy which said there had to 
be equality before the law. 

But during Monday's de¬ 
bate. Liberal leader Hans 
Wiegel said the prince should 
be given a chance to regain 
the country's trust. The 
prince has denied receiving 
Lockheed money, 

But Wiegel asked the gov¬ 
ernment for clarification of a 
brief reference in the Cbm- 
rnission report to unpublished 
d wuments that said Lockheed 
also approachetl unidentiPed

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New bargaining proposal 


I 


T here are skins, encouraging if they ran be 
believed, that the pattern of negotiation in the 
B C. construction industry is to change. At least that is 
the hope of some union executives who recognize that 
the fragmented bargaining currently in vogue is 
anything but satisfactory. 

In each of the past four years the industry has been 
tormented by disagreements that led to stoppages. 
This year, after 40.000 workers had been olf the job for 
.17 days, the strike-lockout situation was tentatively 
resolved when James Kinnaird, industrial inquiry 
commissioner, recommended terms of settlement. 

These provided for increases in pay ranging from 
11 R to 13 6 per cenl on basic rates from $fl .Ifl to *12 19 
att hour. 

The industry proposed to withhold Increases above 
the limit set by the Anti-Inflation Board until such 
time as that body gave a ruling. But that was not the 
reason for a plumbers' strike which now threatens to 
bring a lockout response from the Construction Labor 
Relations Association. 

Local 170 of the Plumbers' Union is demanding 
free downtown parking. 

Meanwhile, the seven basic trades in the industry- 
have accepted the Kinnaird tormula and the terms of 
settlement. 

These unions are now believed to be planning a 
campaign to convince all those involved in the industry 
that joint bargaining, as opposed to the fragmented 


system, is the only way to avoid the sort of impasse 
that has cost the industry so heavily in the past several 
years. 

The campaign is expected to take the form of a 
leaflet distribution to be followed by an advertising 
program. 

■'It is understood," writes Ashley F'ord, industrial 
alfairs reporter for The Vancouver Province, "the 
leaflets will relate the history of this year's bargaining 
and say that the stoppage would not have been neces¬ 
sary had the unions managed to get their act together 
and bargain jointly. " 

If this conclusion is accepted — and the union ex¬ 
ecutives who advance it are surely in a position to 
judge — then all they have to do Is convince the 
recalcitrant that tor the good ol all the joint approach 
should at least be tested. 

Such a system may not prevent the union 
leadership from attempting to maintain historic wage 
advantages, but at least their proposals would have 
been co-related so that they could approach negotia¬ 
tions in accord. 

Such a system may not work, ol course But if 
labor executives think it worth trying, by all means let 
them proceed. Perhaps it will help to avoid total stop¬ 
pages in the industry in future when only a liandlul of 
dissidents can eller-tively bloc k any project and invite 
a lockout in retaliation. 

No body can win under present procedures. 


Credibility 


R emember the peculiar mathematics of 
Philip Gaglardi when he was welfare minister 
in the Social Credit government of W A. C. Bennett? 
Perhaps a_reminder from 1970 is in order; 

■ During the first six months of its existence. 
Welfare Minister Philip Gaglardi is quoted as saying 
in Kelowna, his Provincial Alliance ol Businessmen 
lound jobs lor about 1.500 persons, 500 ol whom were 
previously on the province s welfare rolls. This is 
strange, for in the legislature toward the end ol 
January, Mr. Gaglardi said the alliance had found 
employment for 1,150 persons since it was founded. It 
was then a little less than nine months old . . . 

"Since in common arithmetic there is ho pos¬ 
sibility of the job-finding agency having placed more 
persons in the first i$ix months than in the first eight 
months, one would normally be inclined to suppose 
that in his Kelowna account Mr. Gaglardi had another 
inaugural date in mind, perhaps when the alliance 
became properly operative. But the minister's 
arithmetic really seems to have a special quality, a lit¬ 
tle above the ordinary mortal's reach. 

"There is another illustration from Kelowna that 
may intrigue those who add two and two and get four 
every time. This one is a little more complicated 
"By placing the 500 persons previously on the 
welfare rolls in employment. Mr. Gaglardi said, the 
alliance had saved the government *150,000 a month in 


welfare payments, and the alliance had only cost 
*150.000 to operate during the whole six months 

The implication is that the PAB operated in its 
first six months at a very handsome saving to the tax- 
pa.vers But it may have struck some of the business¬ 
men whom Mr. Gaglardi was addressing as odd to ac¬ 
count the welfare saving at $150,000 a month, when at 
best there must have been a gradual buildup Irom zero 
to that figure and when some ot the newly employed, 
surely, must have failed to hold their jobs . . 

Why bring up this ancient history? Just to note a 
pleasing contrast. 

On May 25 of this year, the co-ordinator of the new 
Provincial Rehabilitation and Employment Program. 
Hon Stew, said he intended to find 12,000 jobs in three 
months. His boss. Human Resources Minister William 
Vander Zalm, said it was estimated there were 24,000 
persons on welfare who could be working, and who 
were costing the taxpayers *'250.000 a day. Mr. Stew- 
said half of them would be working three months after 
the program got going. 

Three months have passed, and Mr. Stew and his 
minister give us no fancy figuring. His staff ot 30 job- 
tinders has found about 600 jobs and placed about 450 
welfare recipients In work, the co-ordinator says. 

With this kind ot candor, and the explanation that 
most ot the first three months was taken up with hiring 
staff and organizing offices, we shall be prepared to 
believe Mr. Stew and Mr. Vander Zalm even il in a tew 
' more months they boast ol miracles.

to subverters? Il sounded loo 
fantastic to be believable

to that of their assigned 
country. This has involved the 
KGB in the construction of 
astonishing fake towns where 
every detail of the lifestyle of 
various foreign countries has 
been duplicated. 

“Details of this amazing 
secret KGB reconstruction of a 
slice of urban England, which 
forms part of the Gaezyna 
finishing school for spies, first 
came to the West in a report 
prepared by a Scandinavian in¬ 
telligence man (Swedish Major 
Per Lindgren who somehow 
managed to penetrate the tight 
security of the training 
centre). Since Lindgren s 
report, further information 
about Gaezyna has become 
available from Soviet defec¬ 
tor.^. including the defector I 
interrogated in Bayswater,

Gaezyna is said to be 
situated about 100 miles 
southwest of Kuibyshev and to 
cover an area of about 400 
square miles in a remote 
region. The local people 
believe it to be a military 
research centre. Gaezyna is 
divided into four sections, each 
sealed off from the others by 
high fences, patrolling guards 
and a wide neutral zone. Each 
section is equipped with its own 
instructors and fake towns and 
villages. In the two northern 
sectors spies are trained for 
operations against the U.S. and 
Canada in one area and the 
U.K. in the adjoining section 
The southern sections cover 
Australia. New Zealand and 
South Africa Agents assigned 
to operate against Germany. 
Austria. Scandinavia, and 
Switzerland receive similar 


final training at the Prakhovka 
spy school, which covers some 
200 square miles and is located 
70 miles northeast of Minsk. 

All this confirms what I 
wrote two and a half years ago 
about the 10-year-long training 
of Soviet master subverters 
and spies.

01- 
ficial Soviet figures, when 
available at all, should 
therefore be considered as 
embellishments of reality. 

But even taking published 
Soviet data on wages and 
salaries at face value, they ful¬ 
ly justify my comment. 

A study of Soviet wage 
statistics, which assistant 
professor D. Pospielowski of 
the University of We.stern On¬ 
tario published last fall in the 
Oxford University Press Jour¬ 
nal of East and West Studies, 
lists average monthly pay for

•|n 20 years direct U.S. in¬ 
vestment in black Africa has 
tripled. Trade has grown even 
faster. 

An independent and thriv¬ 
ing Africa is essential not only 
lo America s national interest 
and moral purpose but to 
global stability and progress as 
well.’ 

As the architect of U.S. 
policy in what is frequently a 
strategic and diplomatic no¬ 
man s-land. Kissinger has got 


in trouble when he has talked 
loftily ol negotiated settle¬ 
ments of African problems by 
Africans without foreign in¬ 
tervention ' but in the same 
breath lias promised arms to 
Zaire, Kenya and Ethiopia 
totaling $325 million. 

Zaire, for instance, may not 
be able to handle the 
sophisticated weapons it has 
been promised — $52 million 
worth. It needs economic as¬ 
sistance far more, some Kis¬ 
singer critics say. There is less 
criticism of bigger arms out¬ 
lays for Kenya or Ethiopia. 

There is. however, the tear 
of getting into an arms race 
with the Russians. Congress 
already has served notice it will 
take a hard look at the deals 
Kissinger and Defence 
Secretary Donald Rumsfeld 
welded in whirlwind June tours 
of important African capitals.

Kissinger delends the arms 
aid even white saying. "We are 
determined to avoid unneces¬ 
sary arms races . .. But. when 
friendly nations like Zaire or 
Kenya make modest and 
serious requests for assistance 
to protect themselves against 
neighbors possessing substan¬ 
tial Soviet arms, we owe them 
our serious consideration. " 

On the matter of food, the 
United States is doing a big job. 
both in government and private 
self-help projects. 

The Agency for International 


l>evelopment and nearly 100 
private agencie.s have 
cooperated, particularly, in the 
afflicted countries ol Africa s 
Sahel Chad. Senegal. Mali. 
Upper Volta, Mauritania and 
Niger. One of the biggest par- 
ticipantk in this work has been 
the private U.S. organization 
called Afncarc.

But President Ford and Kis¬ 
singer have been denounced for 
failing to embrace a resolution 
asking that 1 per cent of the nu 
tion $ gross national product be 
dedicated to what an organiza¬ 
tion called Bread for the World 
calls the right to fo(^ The 
administration insists America 
IS doing more than its part 
alt'eady. The light over the food 
aid resolution will be a bitter 
one in Congress. 

On balance, however, the 
United States at least hai? dis¬ 
covered that Africa exists 
and this is a relatively new 
realism in high political cir¬ 
cles. American policies enun¬ 
ciate in a Bicentennial year a 
1776 beficl in independence ol 
all peoples and Washington 
warnings to Rhodesia and 
South Africa serve the United 
States well in places Irke 
Kinshasa. Nairobi and other 
black capitals 

In a more* practical sense, 
such faraway places soon will 
be where the deals are made for 
critical resources iliat will no 
longer be available to 
Americans elsewhere

rhe view of America — and

Namibia (South- 
West Africa) and South Africa 
And. it is in the best interests 
of the American people that 
they should make friends Witji 
tha majority of the people, not 
the minorities . . They (the 
Americans) should have under¬ 
stood better than anybody else 
the real meaning of minority 
rule. '

I'he one enranraging thing about our cur¬ 
rent slate of galloping inflation and steady- 
erosion of the buying power of the buck is that 
it proves that pompous old Aesop was dead 
wrong. 

All of which is good news for us grasshop¬ 
pers. 

Of course you know what I am talking 
about. You were brought up on Aesop, and his 
little homilies and parables geared to teach 
the lesson that the only way to get along in 
this world was to worit hard and practise 
thrift. 

The Aesop parable which particularly ir- 
rilated me was the one about the ant and the 
grasshopper. As .you will recall, the grasshop¬ 
per played and fiddled all summer long and 
made fun of the ant as he worked from dawn 
to dusk storing up food in anticipation of the 
coming winter 

Naturally, when the winter did come, the 
grasshopper starved. But the ant sat in his 
nest and smugly chewed away at his ac¬ 
cumulated stocks of food.

As I said. I was never a'great admirer of 
this particular parable. I believed that if a 
fellow, even a grasshopper, was only going to 
go through life once—to have one kick at the 
can. so to speak—he should enjoy It. 

He shouldn't spend his entire life prepar¬ 
ing lor that inevitable winter. 

Unlortunately. or so I have Ihought until 
recently. 1 followed my own philosophy when 
I grew up. and ignor^ the teachings ol old 
Aesop 

Naturally I worked hard because if one 
wants to live properly some work is generally 
necessary. But I also played hard and if I 
broke even financially at the end of the year I 
was grateful. 

I was like the conllmied horse player who 
at the end of a day at the track exultantly told 
a friend. "I'm glad I broke even today—I 
needed the money. " 

★ ★ ★ 

This kind of life was a lot of fun. but as the 
years passed I began to feel twinges of un¬ 
easiness. There I was. spending money as 
fast as I could get it. while all around me 
were people who were following Aesop s ad¬ 
vice. 


It became embarrassing, in tact I would 
be sitting in a friend's living room and hr 
would ask il I had bought any good stocks 
lately Uthers would become absolutelv 
lyrical as they told me about the clever ways 
they were bolstering their pension plans. 

Some would even drive me to some for¬ 
saken wilderness to show me the 20 acres 
they had picked up there—"for a song"—gs a 
hedge against the future. 

"You can't go wrong with land.” I would 
be told for the umpteenth time. '"Iliink what 
this will be worth In 25 years." 


When this kind of thing first began I would 
try to put off my ant-llke friends by telling 
them I would love to buy stocks or land or ad¬ 
ditional retirement plans, but unfortunately 
all my money was tied up in bank loans 
Later I began lo mumble about doing 
something next year Finally I didn't say 
anything and retired into a grasshopper sulk 
You see. the ants had got to me At night. 1 
would sit in my easy chair and brood I could 
see it all plainly. 

In the winter of my old age I would be 
destitute, a destitute old grasshopper. While 
all my ant-llke friends would be lushing it up. 
ordering double Gerjtols before lunch in some 
happy Twilight Years home. 

I was getting downright depressed. 


But no longer. Now I read the news and 
chuckle. The chuckles may be a mite wry. 
mind you. but at least I no longer feel guilty. 

Things are getting so bad so fast, and with 
every expert telling us that things are going 
to get even worse. I realize that soon 
everybody is going to be destitute. 

I mean, it is a matter of simple 
mathematics. If inflation Is going to Continue 
to increase at 10 per cent a year—or whatever 
figure you care to pick—in 10 years I will 
hive zero income. Regardless of how frugal 
or how wasteful I mi^t have been. - 
So by the time I have to shuffle into retire¬ 
ment. vou won't be able to tell a grasshopper 
from an ant. Except that the one wearing the 
little "1 told you so " smile will probably be 
the grasshopper.

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Law of the Sea conference reaches an impasse 


The current session of the 
UN’s Law of the Sea con¬ 
ference has reached an impas- 
ae and Its principal negotiators 
fear that It will lose the In¬ 
terest and support of govern¬ 
ments if It da« not soon show 
signs of progress. 

They also are concerned that 
the conference nuiy be over¬ 
taken by individual govern¬ 
ments moving unilaterally to 
protect their own interests and 
that two years of intensive ef¬ 
forts to write a comprehensive 
international law of the sea will 
go down the drain.

Canada and the United 
States, for example, already 
are preparing to proclaim 300- 
mile fishing zones off their 
coasts to protect their fisheries 
stocks. Other states have taken 
similar action. 

Th^idea had been to provide 
such zones and protection in an 
international treaty which also 
would govern shipping rights, 
use of off-shore resources, pol-. 
lutlon, scientific marine 


research and the mining of 
mineral wealth on the ocean 
floor. 

But the governments of a 
numhcr of the 157 countries in¬ 
volved in the protracted 
negotlatloas, which began In 
1(74, obviously feel they no 
longer can wait for Inter¬ 
national action. The conference 
now is In Its fifth session and 
delegates had hoped to com¬ 
plete their work by next spring. 


at the latest. 

The concern of many of the 
delegates was expressed dur¬ 
ing a closed conference 
meeting this week by J. Alan 
Beesley, key Canadian 
negotiator and former Cana¬ 
dian ambassador to Vienna. 

Speaking as chairman of the 
23-member drafting commit¬ 
tee, Beesley expressed concern 
that the slow progress would 
mean that member govem-r 
ments would lose Interest, 
withdraw their support and 
resort to unilateral action. It 
would be tragic, he said, if the 


gains achieved In two years of 
negotiation were lost because 
the conference or individual 
governments failed to resolve 
outstanding issues. 

One of those issues Is the 
mining of the mineral wealth 
on the ocean floor, estimated to 
be worth $3 trillion. Developing 
countries want the mining to be 
done by an International 
authority. The United States 
and other industrialized 
countries want it to be handled 
by private companies. 

One leading American 
bargainer commented: “We 


are in deep trouble. One must 
ask if there is any point in 
negotiating at this point.” 

. The United States has 
warned that if agreement is not 
reached soon on the deep-sea 
mining Issue, it will go ^ead 
with such mining ventures on 
its own. Legislation to 
authorize American corpora¬ 
tions to start ocean mining 
already is before the U.S. 
Congress. 

Negotiations also have bog¬ 
ged down on the proposal to 
proclaim a 200-mile economic 
zone and a 12-mile territorial 


limit for coastal states. This 
has been opposed by landlocked 
states and those with little or 
no access to the sea. They want 
to share in the use of the off¬ 
shore waters of their coastal 
neighbors. 

The coastal and landlocked 
states have set up committees 
to try to resolve their dif¬ 
ferences. . 

Meanwhile, time is running 
out on the conference, which 
began Aug. 2. It is scheduled to 
end Sept. 17, four days before 
the 31st General Assembly ses¬ 
sion is due to open.

Since winning its Independence from Pakistan in 
December, 1971, this nation has received 34.4 billion in aid. 
The United States is the single largest donor with a contrlbu- 
tioo of Just over |1 billion. 

Even If the aid continues at the same or higher levels— 
and there are many in the donor community ^o question 
whether it will or should — the problems here are stagger¬ 
ing. 

The most horrifying prospect is that population will out¬ 
distance food supply. With 00 million people now. the popula¬ 
tion is expected to double within 20 years. Arid even how 
Bangladesh cannot feed itself althou^ it has some of the 
world's mopt fertile soil. Experts say the country should be

While working hard to 
restore a tum-of-the-century 
house in James Bay. I have 
witnessed hundreds of bouses 
in my district, as well as the 
rest of the city, be demolished 
and almost invariably be 
replaced with the so^alled gar¬ 
den apartment — one of the 
poorest examples of modern 
building. These unimaginative 
shoddy structures will be 
slums in fifteen or twenty 
years. 

To the horror of myself and, I 
have come to believe, the ma¬ 
jority of Victoria's residents, 
our city is being transformed 
into the typical, junky North 
American city. Our elected 
refvesentatives do not seem to 
hear our pleas for some control 
of development and rentehtion 
of our heritage. 

The people of James Bay 
have been organizing and 
protesting the wanton destruc¬ 
tion of this district for five or 
six years now. and yet whole 
blocks of the oldest European- 
settled area in B.C. are still 
slated to go. 

As well as losing a beautiful 
place to live, we are commit¬ 
ting economic suicide. The 
tourist dollars, which are sup¬ 
posedly so important to the 
local economy are already not 
so plentiful here, and no 
wonder, people are not going to 
brave the expense of visiting 
here if Victoria is just another 
average, ugly North American 
town. 

That is what it is rapidly 
becoming and will become if 
we do not act soon to save our 
heritage.

Julia Jones was indeed lucky 
. . . lucky that when the car 
crashed into other parked cars, 
wooden bumpers and scaf¬ 
folding and then plunged into 
the sea, she wasn't shot like a 
bullet into the windshield or 
thrown against the side to end 
up unconscious on the floor. If 
her father was able to pull her 
into the front seat, he would 
also have been able to take the 
fraction of a second required to 
unhook her seatbelt. A six year 
old is also capable of unhooking 
it. 

Although it may not be neces¬ 
sary to be securely fastened 
when simply driving onto a fer¬ 


ry. all children (and adults) 
should be belted-in while driv¬ 
ing. All children under five 
should be in a safe car-seat. If 
a car is travelling at 50 m.p.h. 
and has an impact, all loose ob¬ 
jects in the car, including 
children, would also travel at 
50 m.p.h. until stopped by im¬ 
pact within the chamber — ie. 
windshield, other passengers, 
doors, etc,

the data proving that Julia 
Jones " survived only because 
her seat-belt wasn't booked 
up.

self-sufficient in food. Some think it even has the potential 
to become a food exporter. 

This is an agricultural economy. But the single biggest 
foreign exchange expense is food. 

The vagaries of weather, the fact that only 18 per cent of 
the cultivated land is irrigated, lack of incentives and rural 
credit for farmers — these are ameng the reasons that 
Bangladesh has one of the lowest yields in the world, a half 
ton per acre. 

-*■ * * 

This year Bangladesh had a record 12.1 million-ton rice 
crop. Still, the country will import,almost 2 million tons ot 
food grains. 

Jute accounts for about 80 per cent of export earnings. The 
United States is the major buyer of jute, which is used for 
twine, sacks and backing for wall-to-wall carpeting. While 
there is world demand for jute, synthetics also are available. 
And as with many South Asian products, reliability is 
always a problem. 

Bangladesh also exports tea. hides and skins, frozen 
shrimp and frog legs. "There’s little scope in the economy,” 
says a Western economist, adding: “It's like a banana 
republic.” 

Bangladesh has considerable supplies of natural gas. It's 
an ingredient for fertilizer, which is essential- for an 
agricultural economy. And there is the possibility of liquefy¬ 
ing the gas for export. But, an economist asks rhetorically, 
"would you put money in here at risk?” 

★ * ★ 

Several firms have been drilling for oil. without success, in 
the Bay of Bengal. An oil strike would not bring economic 
development. 

“It would bring money to pay for it,” explains an 
economist. 

“It would obviate the need to borrow so much.” There is 
not much optimism about an oil strike, hoover. 

One foreign official, who is especially pessimistic about 
Bangladesh's economic viability, says: “In resources, this 


country has nothing but natural gas and water. They even im¬ 
port rocks.” He shakes his head in despair. 

The foreign community here, generally a cynical group, 
says the economic picture today is “greatly improved” over 
two years ago. This, they say, is largely the result of pres¬ 
sure on the government by the donor countries. 

■* -A * 

Despite the political upheaval of the last year — four 
governments brought down and up in a series of military 
coupe — the various regimes have stayed with the tight fiscal 
policies imposed in late 1974 at the insistence of aid givers. 

Today, foreign exchange reserves are up, inflation is under 
control, prices are lower, more food is available, the govern¬ 
ment seems more willing to rely on the private sector. An 
economist explains the situation this way: 

“Good weather, an absence of calamity In a disaster-prone 
land, a military government running things more efficiently 
and enunciating policies favorably viewed by Western 
donors, diminution of corruptions, less smuggling.” 

Having said that, the same officiaLadds: “The outlook Is 
hopeless. They haven’t checked population growth. One of 
the four horsemen is going to be here in the next few years. ” 

That pretty much-reflects the despair felt in the aid com¬ 
munity. 

* ♦ A 

Part of the despair is concern over whether aid will con¬ 
tinue to pour in. One official, who strongly believes 
Bangladesh Is viable and should receive more assistance, 
suspects a “general malaise around the world, a deteriora¬ 
tion of the aid position.” 

"It's going to take a very long time, require a lot of exter¬ 
nal assistance.” the official says. “The question is whether 
the major donors will stay for the long haul. ' 

Other foreign officials are not so sanguine. "I'm very pes¬ 
simistic about the medium-term outlook.” says a Western 
diplomat. Still, he thinks aid will continue to flow, ex¬ 
plaining: 

'"niat's what the world does. Will it do any good? I don’t 
think so. The problems are far too great and the politics 
far too fragile." 

A high-ranking official of a major donor nation says: 

"I doubt we can continue to be as generous unless (here are 
signs of the country pulling itself together.”

If a bat behaves in an un¬ 
usual manner, such as flying 
in daylight or allowing itself 
to be approached, leave it 
alone, he says, and wiam chil¬ 
dren to stay away. 

He says also if a bat ajv 
I>ears injured or sick, stay 
aw-ay from It — 31 one wants 


to put it out of its misery, St 
shc^d be done without touch¬ 
ing it with the hands. 

But if someone has been bit¬ 
ten or comes In contact with a 
bat, an ^ort should be made 
to capture and kill it without 
damaging the head. The body 
should be placed in a contain¬ 
er, preferably metal, and 
placed in a refrigeraku*. 


The nearest office of the re¬ 
gional health department 
should be notified inunediate- 
ly so that arrangements can 
he made to have the remains 
examined. 

However, the doctor says 
that to the best of his knowl¬ 
edge. t^re have been no In¬ 
cidents of rabid bats IMting 
people in this area.

Coal’s demand

ST. JOHN’S. Nfld. (CP) — 
Ottawa and the three western 
provinces have agre^ to 
woric together tmvard a new 
national coal policy, federal 
Ene^ Minister Alastair Gil¬ 
lespie said Monday. 

Government representatives 
from ^tish Columbia, Alber¬ 
ta, and Saskatchewan—the 
main producers—agreed in 
talks that a national policy 
has become more important 
with the renewed demand for 
coal. 

"They support the idea of a 
cooperative effort on develop¬ 
ing a new pcdicy,” Gillespie 
said. 
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In private meetings during 
the annual resources min¬ 
isters’ conference. Gillespie 
discussed the issue with En- 
ergj' Minister Don Getty of 
Alberta end resources min¬ 
isters Ed Whelan of Saskat- 
cheww and Thomas Wa- 
terland ot B.C He said he 
plans further talks In the next 
few* w'eeks with producing 
provinces in the east as well 
as major consuming areas. 

The western provinces 
agreed to help draw up new 
figures on future demands for 
coal, a national inventory of 
coal reserves and to discuss 
research and develc^wnent, 
especially in the area of mak¬ 
ing synthetic gas frexn coal. 

Otl3er key issues would be 
t^ans^x>^tatifm <rf the coal and 
a policy on exports, the min¬ 
ister said. 

His talks with Getty came 
while the two were jammed in 
a bue seat and !later while 
sharing a lunch ot cold boxed 
chicken on a crowded ferry to 
nearby Bell Island for a tour 
of an abandoned iron ore 
mine. 

"Perhaps one of the most 
important aspects of these 
conventions is the chance it 
gives for talks with other gov¬ 
ernment representatives,” the 
federal minister said. 

He had hoped to hold other 
discussions here with Re¬ 
sources Minister Jean Oour- 
noyer of Quebec on the touchy 
issue of developing hjidro 
electric potential in Labrador 
but Cournoyer cancelled plana 
to attend the conference. 

Newtoundland claims Que¬ 
bec is holding up development 
of the Lower Churchill Rher 
by refusing to move tiie 
power across its land to other 
customers at a reasonable 
rate.

"Tbe slowxtown in real 
growth should not be in¬ 
terpreted as a signal that the 
recovery is aibout to abort 
however, because it Is entire¬ 
ly the result of a substantial 
swing to inventory liquidation 
frcHTi last quartos massive 
accumulation,” Statistics Can¬ 
ada said. 

Ihe agency added it w*as 
apparent In the first quarter 
that the i nv e nto ry accumula¬ 
tion could not be maintained 
and the slowdown in the sec¬ 
ond quarter was not unesqsect- 
ed. 

"7^ average rate at real 
growth for the first half, with 
toe distorting effects of the in* 
ventory movements very 
nearly cancellii^ themselves 
out. was a respectable 1.3 per 
cent.” 

Tbe agency said the eco¬ 
nomic picture brightened in 
the second quarter in other 
ar^. 

"The reco v er y broadened 
its base considerably, as con¬ 
tinuing strong external de¬ 
mand and a slowdown in Im¬ 
port growto brought about a 
kmg-aiwaited improv e ment In 
the balance of trade and per¬ 
sonal expenditure returned to 
healthy growth after a rela¬ 
tively weak first quarts*.”

M. V. Chesnut’s 

Garden Notes 





If you feel you could use 
more Uedc currants, red cur* 
ranH or sposeberries. this is 
a good time to propegate 
these plants by taking and 
rooting cuttings. 1 should 
point out, however, that a 
buah groan from a cutting 
can never be better than the 
parent bush, so if your 
j present plants are elderly 
I pensioners, bearing indiffeip' 
: ent cToj» of undersize berries, 
it is just piain foolishness to 
build up a bigger stock of the 
same poor performers. Better 
h<Hck ’em out and replace 
dtem with modem varietaea. 

If you are buying arKl plant¬ 
ing black currant bushes this 
fall, they uill have to be 
piMned back quite drastically 
immediately after planting, 
much as you would with a 
hybrid tea rose. These prurv* 
ings from yoiaig, newly plant¬ 
ed currant bushes make per¬ 
fectly good cuttings and can 
be prepared and rooted in ex¬ 
actly the same way as slips 
from old. established bushes. 

Black currant cuttings are 
made from new shoots which 
have grown out this summer 


and are sturdy and firm. A 
piece of shoot 8 to 10 inches 
long is best, removing the 
unripened soft tii) with a cut 
ma^ just above a bud or 
leaf. The base cut is made Im¬ 
mediately below a leaf, using 
a very shaip knife or an old 
razor blade to avoid crushing 
or bruising the wood. 

Moisten the base of the cut¬ 
ting after removing the kM<er 
leaves, and dip in one of the 
excellent hoimone rooting 
IKiwders such as Rootone or 
Seradix. Insert in partially 
.shaded bed of gritty or sandy 
kMirn soil. These slips can go 
in quite deeply, with about 
two-tiiirde of their length un¬ 
derground. 

The big difference between 
black currants and the other 
members of their famdly is 
their habit of growth. Black 
currants bear most of their 
crop on young wood, so the 
t^ants are encouraged to stool 
out, forming a bush with a 
number of stems coming up 
from the roots. Hence the 
deep planting. 

Red currants, white cur¬ 
rants and gooseberries are 


done a Ut differently. The 
cuttings are made a little 
longer, say. 10 to 12 inches, 
again from fairly young wood. 
The preparation is the same, 
making your outs immediate¬ 
ly below a leaf ioint at the 
base and immediately above 
a leaf joint at the top to re¬ 
move tlw unripened tip. These 
are not inserted as deeply as 
the black currants — push 
them in to about half their 
Imgth, leaving about four 
buds above the surface to 
form branchet. 

Red and while currants and 
gooseberries bear their fruit 
on permanent spurs, rather 
like aff)Ie8. and the best form 
is to train them to grow as 
tiny trees, with aH branches 
originating well above ground 
level and with a oleanpcut 
■'trunk,” if only a few inches 
high. 

With this in mind. It is often 
recommended in the garden 
books to nick out' all the be¬ 
low-ground buds from these 
cuttings. Peraonally. I prefer 
to leave them on. for it w 
sometimes possible to get 


some useful roots from thsM 
buried buds, and it to easy 
enou^ to remove any stem 
growth that may start grow¬ 
ing from them. 

Grape vine cuttings can be 
made horn lengths of wril- 
ripened wood t h ree or four 
buds long, but a very com¬ 
mon error is to plant these 
upside down, it Is beet to 
mark the base and tip in 
some way. The buds are 
sFMiced pretty far apart on 
grape wood, so a four-bud slip 
may be a foot w more in 
len^. These are raasonaMy 
hardy and should root readily 
if inserted to half their length 
in a shaded bed of sandy, 
slightly motot soil. 

Fig cuttings may be pre¬ 
pared the aame way as for 
red currants, but as these are 
a bit on the tender side. ^ is 
best to root them in of 
sandy serf! in a coldframe. 

Don’t plant your slips ton 
close together, as they should 
make pretty strong growth 
the first year. Bight inches 
apart each way should be 
about right.

All the distinguished socio¬ 
logical journals report that 
the family is bre^ng up.

Most (deased by the news, 
of course, is Edgewater 
Sprock. preskient of Rent-a- 
Family, Bic.. a pioneer in its 
field. 

'The gravest problem.” 
Sprock says, "has long been 
the lack of adequate family 
planning. Families have 
always been thrown together 
helter-skelter by the accident 
of birth. You were as liable to 
inherit a sponging aunt with 
deierius tremens as a loving, 
wealthy one with s fortunate- 
ly-incuraMe heaii murmur.

Ayn Rand no flyswatfer 

r 


Ayn Rand some time ago 
decided to stop publishing her 
monthly foui^page Ayn Rand 
Letter. She Intormed her 
15.000 subscribers of the chief 
reason: 

"The state of today's cul¬ 
ture is so low that I do not 
rare to spend my time watch¬ 
ing and discussing It. T am 
haunted by a quotation from 
Nietzsche; 'It is not my func¬ 
tion to be a flyswatter.' ” 

Well, whatever jt>u may 
think of Ayn Rand, flyswatter 
is not going to be the word 
you choose unless, as the say¬ 
ing goes, they're still shooting 
flies with elephant guns. 

But how then do you de- 
scribe this formidable 
w^oman? Novelist? PWloso 
p h e r ? Archconservative? 
When all the labels have been 
tried, she is first, last, and 
airways the author of The 
Fountainhead. 

The Fountainhead, as 
<dmoet everyb o dy knows who 
ever watched a late-late 
movie, is about an archi¬ 
tect, How'ard Roaric. who sees 
his blueprint for a housing 
project compromised. His re- 
spemse is to blow up the build¬ 
ing that misrepresents his vi¬ 
sion. 

After they said, way back in 
1943. that Mi.ss Rand wa« not 
a very graceful writer and re¬ 
ally tacked a sense of humor, 
the rritica waited for her book

to fade away. When tt didn’t 
— when in fact, it became a 
cuH. selling eopies into the 
millions — they started to 
sputter: What would become 
of the world if people (even as 
played by Gary Oooper) 
went around su8^ blowing 
up operations they didn't feel 
hJMi worted out as planned? 

The thlT^ Miss Rand’s ever¬ 
more-annoyed opposition 
didn’t realize is that she had 
asked a question herself: 
What would become the 
world if people no longer ex¬ 
ercised a sense cA private re¬ 
sponsibility, or at least, shall 
wie say. a strong veto power? 

'The debate between the so¬ 
cial Compact and Rugged In¬ 
dividualism Is strictly no 
contest once a novelist gets 
herfd of it. Quickly the emo¬ 
tional terms Ftranslate into 
Cbnformfty vs. Freedom, and 
then the match is all over, 
whether the novel is "Cateb- 
22” or The Bountainhend. 

The lesson of The Foun¬ 
tainhead is this: Wben titt 
magic .wotti '‘integrity” is 
dropped enough, a lot df 
readers are tempted to feel 
that this end jus^ied any 
means — including dynamite. 

What a prophetic novel The 
Fountainhead was in its way! 


In the 33 years since, the dis¬ 
senter who expresses that dis¬ 
sent by blowing up the Sys¬ 
tem (or any availaMe part of 
it) has become our obiquitous 
antihero. He may have a pc^ 
Utical philosophy or he may 
not. Under all sorts of labels 
— Weatherman. IRA, Pales¬ 
tine Liberation ~ he kidnaps, 
he hijacks, he bombs, he does 
what he can. 

Obviously his violence no 
longer has the neat, rational 
symbolism of 1116 Foun¬ 
tainhead. It is the violence of 
impotence as regularly as not. 
'T destroy, therefore I am” — 
so goes the unspoken impulse. 
Such a man is rightly called 
terrorist because neither he 
nor we know what he really 
wants, and this is the ultimate 
terror. 

But what about the rest of 
us? — the non-terrorists, tbe 
people who. in varying de¬ 
grees. now eiy tor lowland- 
order. We too have been af¬ 
fected In tile years since How¬ 
ard Roark. 

We may not be terrorists, 
but can we deny that our ncxi- 
negotiable demands have 
gone up — that we expect 
more? We may not thrwv a 
■ bomb to get our way. But we 
will go further than our 


parents, ivhose people who, in 
retrospect, seem so submis¬ 
sive with their talk of "due 
process.” 

Tb some extent all of us ~ 
from Ayn Rand to Abbie Hoffi 
man — have shared in the 
renaissance of the romantic 
ego The counter-culture may 
be dead. But we seem to know 
no higher commandment 
than: Be-yourself-and-do* 

your-tiiing — even tiiough all 
creativity, originality, 
and s«lf-hdfillment in begin¬ 
ning to sound more and more 
like our life sentence and less 
and less like our salvation. 

In effect, we have fallen 
into tile trap of detagning a 
giant I to fi^t the giant Sys¬ 
tem. 

"The wcN'Id is perishing 
from an orgy of self-sacrific¬ 
ing,” Howard Roark argued. 
Maybe. But as an orgy. «eH- 
sacrifice must be the tiniest, 
quieteot party In town. 

A third question romains 
beside the original questkxis 
of Mist Rond and her critics: 
Do we have to ^ tiom an 
“orgy of self-sacrUicing” to 
b(Mrib-throwing? Is there a 
selfhood that can find space 
without either destroying It¬ 
self or everybody else in 
proceM? 

Miss Rand is putting down 
her flyswatter to i^rite an¬ 
other nm’el. Her reader* 
her time* - would be inter¬ 
ested in an answer.

A system of air currents 
18.0C0 feet above sea level has 
brought Britain its worst 
drought and B.C. its dreariest 
summer since 1955, Sid Rams- 
den of the Vancouver weather 
office said Monday. 

Ramsdm said the system 
had been stationary for 
months above the earth’s 
northern hemisphere, and this 
immobility caused unseasonal 
weatber'I^ere since die begin- 
nuig of March. 

If the layer of atmosphere 
in question had behaved nor¬ 
mally. shifting its ridges and 
ti-oughs, the weather would 
have been more normal, he 
said. 

"Usually a trough stays a 
week or so. then it moves 
along and we get a ridge for 
p.while.” Ram.sden said. "You 
always have a ridge and a 
trough . . . alternating all 
around the world. And usually 
they keep moving. 

“But die United Kingdom 
has been locked up against a 
ridge all summer, and we've 
been locked in a trough.’*

Gonzales observatory had 
21 hours less than average 
sunshine for July, while Pal 
Bay Airport had almost 47 
hour.* less than average for 
the same month. 

Because of erratic weather 
and general tack of sunshine, 
fall crops like pumpkins will 
be at' least three w’eeks late 
on the Island.

carpet tiles. He painted Uxing 
room walls a serft "paper 
bag" brown, and put a 
darker, richer glossy brown 
on tile walls and ceiling of the 
bedroom.

Miss White and Miss 
Pearson are reported recover¬ 
ing from comparatively minor 
injuries.

DUNCAN - Battle lines 
are already being drawn rm 
Indian food fishing in the 
Cowichan River and a local 
fisheries spokesman lays part 
of the blame on the white 
community. 

Fisheries Officer Perry Sa¬ 
voie, told the Colonist Monday 
that If the white cwnmunity 
would not Illegally buy fish 
from the Indians, this situa¬ 
tion would not arise. 

“We get complaints frwn 
the white community that we 
are not doing enough to stop 
illegal fishing in the Cowichan 
River, but in actual fact it is 
members ot the same commu¬ 
nity who are perpetuating the 
situation by ikying the fish.” 
he said angrily. 


I.Ake. to rescue two members 
of a mountaineering *part>’ 
from Strathoona I.o^e who 
suffered ankle sprains. 

On the first flight, shortly 
after 10 a n).. Elizabeth Ar¬ 
nold (age and address unavai¬ 
lable). was h<M8ted to safety 
with difficulty. 

According to Preus. the res¬ 
cue pickup point was in an 
area of 20(>>foot trees and the 
rescue hoist was only 150 feet 
long. 

As she was being winched 
aboard, the woman “got ex¬ 
cited," and the hoist was 
damaged. 

A member of the rescue 
team remained behind with 
Mike Walsh, 33. who also had 
a <^ained ankle, while the 
chopper dropped ofT Ms. Ar¬ 
nold and returned with an¬ 
other hoist. 

The two were treated at 
Campbell River general hos¬ 
pital and released. 

Preus Monday night dis¬ 
counted the three missions in 
quick suocessicm a.s being a 
factor in the grounding on the 
3ki Hill Road en route to the 
Forbidden Plateau.

PORT ALBERNI — A com¬ 
mittee struck specifically for 
the purpose has completed a 
report to the Alberni- 
Oayoquot regional district 
ho^ on the need for an in¬ 
termediate care hospital in 
Port Alberni. 

At ita monthly meeting, the 
board unanimously apptoved 
the report and moved that it 
be forwarded to Health Min¬ 
ister Robert McClelland. 

TTie committee, set up in 
June after the Central Van¬ 
couver Island 'Heaf-lh Unit 
had made it known that if 
favoured the establishing of 
an intermediate care unit in 
Parksville to serve the AJber- 
ni area, was made up of Ian 
Pemberton, chairman of the 
West Coast Hospital board. 
Walter Behn, chairman of the 
Alberni Valley Intermediate 
Care Society. George 
McKnighl, chairman of the 
regional district, and Ian 
Asher, secretary-treasurer of 
the r^ional district. 

Pointing out that such a 
uni! in Port Alberni would 
.serve the entire West Coast, 
the report concluded that the 
recommendati<x) to locate it 
i n Parksville-Qualicum 
'would not meet the social 
needs of residents from this 
district” and would be an 
“impossible” location for resi¬ 
dents of the West Coast. 

A facility of at least 85 beds 
was needed for the area, the 
report said, arguing against 
the eVIHU estimate of only 45 
beds for the area. 

It also questioned the opin¬ 
ion of the department of 
human resources on the pref¬ 
erence for private societies to 
run intermediate care facili¬ 
ties because those run by hos- 
, pital societies tended to incur 
greater expenses. 

All levels of health care, it 
countered, are “prone to bud¬ 
getary controls” and any 
management, whether hospi¬ 
tal-oriented or not, could ef¬ 
fectively manage within a 
budget. 

As to the legal complica¬ 
tions of a hospital society 
being eligible (or the cost¬ 
sharing formula for such a 
unit, the report said that “the 
reported necessity for a sepa¬ 
rate society is worthy of fur¬ 
ther discussion — several al¬ 
ternatives seem obvious.” 

On these terms the report 
suggested that the regional 
’ hospital board “unanimously 
approved” of the West Coast 
(General Hospital proceeding 
with the planning and opera¬ 
tion of an intomediate care 
unit in the city. 

The unit would be built in 
conjunction with a psychiatric 
care unit, which depart¬ 
ment of health has recognized 
as a definite need for the hos¬ 
pital. the report suggested. 

In this manner, the sharing 
of both hospital facilities such 
as heat, maintenance, laundry 
and dietary services could be 
combined with the added 
needs of a psychiatric wing 
(recreational programs, oc¬ 
cupational therapy and phy¬ 
siotherapy etc.) to serve the 
complete needs of an interme¬ 
diate care unit “at a substan¬ 
tial saving in terms of supply¬ 
ing such services to a com¬ 
pletely independent unit.” 

The intermediate care unit 
would be built adjacent to the 
present hospital, on property 
already owned by the ho^ital 
society. 

Such a proposal, the report 
concluded, had the support of 
aM the bodies involved, includ¬ 
ing the hospitals of the West 
Coast.

Blob parenthood pooh-poohed 


SAN ITUNaSOO (Reuter) 
The scientific creators of 
an artificial gene, the basic 
unit of heredity, deny their 
discovery might create “the 
blob,” “the thing." or any of 
a list of alarming movie-style 
monsters. ■ 

Their denial follows public 
concern over experiments 
which some scientists fear 
might pnxluce dangerous, un- 
know’n substances. 

But the biolc^ists from the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology say there is no 
'danger of an accident. 

“We are dealing with a 
completely defined system 
which is already present in, 
and absolutely necessary to. 
all living cells,“ said an MIT 
statement issued at the zSmer- 
ican Chemitial Society conven¬ 
tion here where the discovery 
is being discussed. 


In MIT’s home town, the 
Cambridge city council has 
temporarily banned construc¬ 
tion of a Harv’ard University 
laboratory for studying the 
mixing or “re-<ombinlng" of 
the long, spiral molecules

I,ater. he said, the MIT 
team will make small 
changes in the gene’s struc¬ 
ture to (esi the effect in bacte¬ 
ria. “There may be some risk 
involved here, but we’re going 


to proceed very slowly.” he 
said. 

The artificial gene which 
the MIT team created — the 
K coli gene found in bac¬ 
terium in the human intestine 
rook nine years to make by 
knitting together about 200 
iinils ot nucletkides. 

A single human gene con¬ 
tains milUmis of nucleotides.

400 hurt in U.K. race riot 


Arrest try 
ignites 
rampage 


1X)\D0N lAPi More 
than 400 persons were injured 
Monday as police battled 
West Indian blacks in Notting 
Hill district after a calyftso 
carnival enipied into l^xidon’s 
worst racial violence in recent 
years. 

The SI. J»>lin Ambulance 
I^igade said its attendants 
treated 2T2 jiolicemen and 131 
civilians. Scotland Yard 'iaid 
1D7 |x>licemen were injured 
and that 24 of them were ad- 
mitled to hospital. T1ie 
numfier of civilians admilled 
to hospital was noi available. 

Sixty-nine persons includ¬ 
ing seven women • were 
arrested in the melee, whii-h 
was not brought under viwitiol 
for about five hours, iM)||i*e 
said. 

. Police later set up road¬ 
blocks at some bridges cn>ss- 
ing into Netting Hill, north of 
the Thames River, and were 
checking ot-cuponts for weap¬ 
ons. 

Notling Hill in central I.on- 
don was the district where 
l.ondon had its first masir 
rare clashes in 1958 when 
gangs of white’youths began 
attacking non-while im¬ 
migrants. 

Police said rioting broke out 
when police on duty at a Car¬ 
ibbean Calypso carnival tried 
to arrest a suspected ]>iok- 
ixjcket. A group of 10 or 12 
hlack youths waded in Ihnnv- 
Ing fwnches and violence 
uuickly spread through the 
area. 

Witnesses said groups of 
black youths rampaged down 
Westbwme Park and Por- 
tobello roads, breaking win¬ 
dows and kx)ting some shops. 
Whites caught in the predomi¬ 
nantly West Indian neigh¬ 
borhood w’ere beaten. 

A television film of the 
fighting showed one group of 
blaclu attacking a white taxi 
driver with clubs until he put 
his cab in reverse and backed 
away at high sfieed. knocking 
down -several of the rioters.

Battle lines drawn over Cowichan fishing

DUNCAN Battle lines 
are already being drawn on 
Indian food fishing in the 
Co^vichan River and a local 
fisheries spokesman lays part 
of the blame on the white 
community, 

Usheries Olficer Perry Sa¬ 
voie. told the Coloni.st .Monday 
thal if (he white community 
would not illegally huy Hsh 
Irom the Indians, this situa¬ 
tion would not arise. 

"We get complaints from 
the white community that we 
are not doing enough to stop 
illegal fishing in the Cowichan 
Ri\'er, but in actual fact it Is 
members of the same cemmu- 
who arc perpetuating the 
situation by buying the fish." 
he said angrily. 


Both federal and imivincial 
Msheries officials have had 
two encounters in the past 
week with Indians illegally 
net fishing on the Cowichan 
River and th^y said the cli¬ 
mate is "very volatile" this 
year. 

Under (he Cowichan Band 
hx)d fishing permit, sfiear 
fishing is allowed The days a 
week for younger members of 
the band. 

By .s|>ecial permit, band 
ciders can lish with a net. but 
btdh i>ermils specify the fish 
will not be for commercial 
purposes. 

Last week, while making a 
.joint night patrol in a b^t 
down the Cowichan River. Sa¬ 
voie and his counterpajl in 
the fish and wildlife branch. 
Andy Ackerman, were bom¬ 


barded with rocks and bottles 
when tliey attempted to take 
an illegal net from the river. 

SaNoie was hit by a bottle 
and had to be taken to hospi¬ 
tal for treatment after they 
escaped from the scene. 

The fish and wildlife spoke.s- 
man said Savoie and himself 
were fortunate they were not 
seriously injured. 

"The rocks being thrown 
were up to ei.ght im:hes in di¬ 
ameter and if one had hit ei¬ 
ther of us on the side of the 
head it would have been game 
over." Ackerman stated, ad¬ 
ding they couldn't see the cul¬ 
prits because it was dark. 

A federal fisheries officer 
was also harassed during the 
weekend while making a nx»* 
tbte patrol near the mouth of 
tbe Cowichan River. 


Both local officers Stiid 
.Monday lhal their respective 
department heads have told 
them to revise their methods 
f^ir iwtrolling the river. 

They did not disclose any of 
the jjossible alternatives for 
making their patrols but 
suggested it wouKl not be 
done in Ihe future without 
l)a< k-up |)ersonnel nearby. 

The Duncan detachment of 
the RCMP has indicated It is 
willing to provide proie^'lUm if 
needed. 

Ackerman said their biggest 
fear la thal confrontation will 
escalate to the stage they' 
have on the Mainland where 
fisheries officials have to 
cany guns to protect them¬ 
selves. 

"We have always had a 
fairly .good relationship with 
the Cowichan Band members 


and I would hate to see it 
degenerate to that point." the 
fish and wildlile branch of¬ 
ficer said. 

Although the federal fish¬ 
eries officer is still nursing a 
head wound from the rocl 5 
throwing incident last week, 
he remains philosophic about 
the whole, situation. 

"I think they may have 
some legitimate claims as lai 
as their rights, but they must 
remember we r.re Just field 
personnel trying to do our job. 

"If there are going to be' 
changes in the legislation, it ' 
will be up to my superiors 
and the Indian chiefs to bring 
it about, not me or other 
fishery protection officers," he 
said. * 

Cowichan Rand ♦ hief. Wes 
.Modeste said it was unfortu¬ 


nate that Savoie was In.iured 
and agreed that the burden of 
having to negotiate and en¬ 
force the re.gulations shixild 
not fall completely on the 
shoulders of local officials. 

"It is high time that the 
minister of fisheries took a 
good hard look at the situa¬ 
tion in B.C. and make it his 
btisines.s to come out and talk 
to us abinil alternative mea¬ 
sures ts far as conservation." 

"M'itbout negotiations, we 
are heading down a one-way 
street to a dangerous ctxifron- 
talion that is already happen¬ 
ing throughout the province." 
Modeste said. 

He added that B.C. was a 
non-treaty province as far as 
Indians were concerned and 
fisfiing. hunting and land com¬ 
pensations have yet to be ne¬ 
gotiated. 


"We received vv.irldwide 
pie.ss. radio and TV ♦■overage 
<ind that will help bring pres¬ 
sure on Moscow and Tokyo to 
end the hunt." 

Earlier. Greeniieace Pres¬ 
ident Bob Hunter accused the 
Canadian government of 
stepped-up "repression" 
against the organization and 
demanded a clearcut state¬ 
ment on the government’s po* 
sltion. 

“Is It in fav or of the extermi¬ 
nation of whales and seals or 
where docs it stand?" Hunter 
said. "Because if it is in favor 
of these things, we're going to 
have In o[»iJo.se it with every 
♦>unce of strength we hove. 

"Until such time that the 
Canadian gov ernment ♦i.imes to 
it.s senses and stops behaving 
like ecological sadists, siding 
with pirates destroying all 
forms of life on earth, we 
have to declare ourselves 
completely opposed to the 
present regime In Ottawa."

PORT ALBERNI A com¬ 
mittee struck specifically for 
the purpose has completed a 
report to the Albemi- 
Clayoquot regional district 
board on the need for an in¬ 
termediate care hospital in 
^♦>rt Albemi. 

M Its monthly meeting. Ihe 
unanimously’ approved 
on and moved that it 
’.arded to Health Min- 
tobert McClelland. 
i;c committee, set up in 
June after the Central Van¬ 
couver Isdand Health Unit 
had made it known thal if 
lavoured the establishing of 
an intermediate care unit in 
Parksvtlle to serve the .Mber- 
ni area, was made u[i of Ian 
Pemberton, chairman of the 
We.sf Coast Hosintal boat'd. 
Walter Behn, chairman ol Ihe 
Albemi Valley Interjnediate 
C?are S o c i e ( y , George 
.McKnight, chairman of the 
regional district, and Ian 
.\sher, secretary-treasurer of 
Ihe regional district. 

Scanting out that such a 
unit in Pori Alberni would 
.serve the entire West Coast, 
the report concluded that the 
recommendation to locate it 
i'n ParksvUle-Qualicum 
"would not meet the social 
needs of re.sidents from this 
district" and would be an 
"impossible” location for resi¬ 
dents of the West Coast. 

A facility of at least 85 bods 
was needed for the ai'ea, the 
refiort said, arguing against 
the CVTHl' estimate of only 4.3 
beds for the area. 

It also questioned the opin¬ 
ion of the department of 
human resources on the pref¬ 
erence for private societies to 
run intermediate care facili¬ 
ties because those run by hos¬ 
pital societies tended to incur 
greater e.xpenses. 

All levels of health care. It 
countered, are "prone to bud¬ 
getary controls" and any 
management, whether hospi¬ 
tal-oriented or not. could, ef¬ 
fectively manage within a 
budget. 

As to the legal complica¬ 
tions of a hospital society 
being eligible for the cost- 
sharing formula for such a 
unit, the report said that "tlie 
reported necessity for a sejia- 
rate society is wx>rthy of fur¬ 
ther discussion - several al- 
temativ'es seem obvious." 

On the.te terms the i-eiiorf 
suggested that the regional 
hospital board "unanimously 
approved" of the West Coast 
Creneral Hospital proceeding 
with the [tianning and opera¬ 
tion of an intermediate care 
unit in the city. 

The unit would be built In 
* conjunction with a psychiatric 
care unit, which the depart¬ 
ment of health has recognized 
as a definite need for the hos¬ 
pital. the report suggested. 

fn this manner. Ihe sharing 
of both hospital facilities such 
as heat, maintenance, laundry 
and dietary services could be 
combined with the added 
needs of a psychiatric wine 
1 recreational programs, oc¬ 
cupational therapy and pli.v- 
siotherapy etc.) to serve the 
♦•♦implete needs of an interme¬ 
diate care unit "at a substan¬ 
tia! saving in terms of supply¬ 
ing such services to a com¬ 
pletely Independent unit." 

The intei*mediate care unit 
would be built adjacent to Ihe 
present hospital, on properlv 
already owned by the hospital 
society. 

Such a proposal, the report 
concluded, had the supix>rt of 
all the bodies involved, inolud- 
ing the hospitals of the West 
Coast.

accident 
fouls eight 

RICHLAND. Wash. (AP*- — f-Iight workmen were 
contaminated with radioactivity Monday as a result of 
a chemical explosion at a commercial facility on the 
nearby Hanford Nuclear Re.servation. 

Six of the men were de<*ontaminated and sent 
h*>me. One worker, t^ut in the face and shoulder by fly¬ 
ing glas.s. and a man who came to his aid suffer^ 
higher radiation doses. 

“It will fake a little time to learn the extent of their 
contamination." an ollicial said. 

Officials said the ex^ilosion did not involve a nu¬ 
clear reoctor, and there was no serious radiation leak 
tieyond the relatively Lsolaied Atlantic Richfield Han¬ 
ford Co. building wliere the bla.si tH cuiTed. 

(leor^e Stocking, president of Atlantic, said the 
explosion occurn^J in a <ievice called a glovebox. a 
sealed 4-by-8-by-9-fooi compartment. ThrcKigh which 
workers u.se rubber gloves to handle radioactive mate¬ 
rial on the otlier side ot a window. 

"There was a chemical reaction which caused the 
radk>actu*e material to fly oui into the room.” Stocking 
said. “As far as we know, no radioactivity was released 
into the atmosphere, but some material was tracked 
out of the room but remained confined to the building." 

The injured man. whose identity w-as withheld, was 
treated at the Hanford Knvironmental Health Founda- 
1 ion. 

Officials said he and the other man would remain 
in i.solation until decontamination was completed, prob¬ 
ably hxlay.

LONDON (API More 
than 400 persona were injured 
Monday as police battled 
West Indian blacks in Notling 
Hill district after a calypso 
carnival erupted into Uxidon’s 
worst racial violence in recent 
years. 

The St. John Ambuliincp 
Brigade said its attendants 
treated 272 jwlicemen and 131 
civilians. Scotland Yard said 
107 policemen were injured 
and that 24 them were ad¬ 
mitted to hospital. The 
numlier of <-iviiians admitted 
to hospital was not available. 

Sixty-nine persons • includ¬ 
ing seven women - were 
arrested in the melee, which 
was not brought under control 
for about five hours, police 
said. 

Police later set up ruad- 
blocJts at some bridges cn>ss- 
ing into Notting Hill, north of 
the Thames River, and vvere 
checking occupants for wea()- 
ons. 

Notting Hill in central I/>n- 
don was the district where 
(.ondon had its fii’st ma.ior 
race clashes in 1^58 when 
gangs of white youths began 
attacking non-white un- 
migrants. 

Police said rioting broke out 
when police on duty at a Car¬ 
ibbean Calypso carnival tried 
to arrest a suspected pick- 
I)ocket. A group of 10 or 12 
black youths waded in throw¬ 
ing punches' and violence 
quickly spread thrrmgh the 
area. 

Witnesses said gniupe of 
black youths rampaged down 
Westbourne Park and Por- 
tobello roads, breaking win¬ 
dows and looting some shops. 
Whites caught in the predomi¬ 
nantly West Indian neigh- 
borh(^ were beaten. 

A television film o( the 
fighting show'ed wie group of 
blacks attacking a white taxi 
driver with clubs until he put 
his cab in reverse and backed 
away at hi'/h sreed. knocking 
down several of the rioters. 

Black youths bmnbarded 
police vvith bricks and bottles. 
Police used garbage can lids 
and milk bottle crates as 
shields when they charged tlie 
youths. 

Wesi Indians from ail over 
I^ondon have lieen going to 
the carnival for street danc¬ 
ing and morning |>apers have 
published pictures of police¬ 
men dancing.with some of the 
giris.

A system of air current.s 
IS.000 feet above sea level has 
brought Britain its worst 
drought and B.C. its dreariest 
summer since 1955. Sid Rams- 
den of the Vancouver weather 
office said Monday. 

Ramsden said the system 
had been stationary (or 
mondis above the earth's 
nordiem hemisphere, and thi.s 
imm(^iIHy caused unseasonal 
weather here since the begin¬ 
ning of March. 

If the layer of atmosphere 
in question had behaved nor¬ 
mally. shifting its ridges and 
troughs, the weather would 
have been more normal, he 
said. 

"Usually a trough stays a 
week or so. then It moves 
along and we gel a ridge for 
awhile.” Ramsden .said. "You 
always have a ridge and a 
trough . . alternating all 
around the world. And usually 
they keep moving. 

“But the United Kingdom 
has been locked up against a 
ridge all summer, and we've 
been locked in a trough.” 

Before last weekend, de¬ 
partment stores in Greater 
Victoria had been selling plas¬ 
tic rainhats like they were 
going out of style. F^ven fur¬ 


naces were missing their- 
summer hibernation. 

This has been one of the 
coolest, wettest and cloudiest 
summers on record. 

But compared with some of 
tlie weather Victoria has had 
in the past, residents have 
been fortunate. 

Last montlt Victoria had 317 
hodrs of sunshine. In July. 
1916, the sun shone for only 
227 hours. 

So far this month, it’s 120 
sunshine hours below 
average. Rain is above 
average by 30 millimetres. 

Gonzales observatory had 
21 hours less than average 
sunshine for July, while Pat 
Bay Airport had almost 47 
hours less than average for 
the same month. 

Because of erratic weather 
and general lack of sunshine, 
fall crops like pumpkins will 
be at least three weeks late 
on tlie 'Island. 

There have been drier 
months, and wetter monts. 
too. 

July. 1958, and August. 1901. 
were completely without rain, 
while June, 1931, brought the 
moat rain on record for a 
summer month 110 milli¬ 
metres.
